Comments. 

There  was  an  unpleasant  rise  in  the  death-rate  among  babies  in  Maltby  for  the  year.  It  would 
be  easy  to  find  explanations  for  this  in  the  larger  number  of  delicate  premature  babies  born  and  in  the 
number  of  children  born  with  congenital  defects,  but  the  fact  remains  that  other  districts  in  the 
County  do  not  lose  so  many  children  in  proportion  to  their  births.  A  third  of  the  infant  deaths  in 
Maltby  were  from  causes  which  could  reasonably  be  described  as  avoidable  so  that  persistent  in¬ 
struction  by  everyone  concerned  in  infant  welfare  is  required  to  bring  the  district  standards  up  to  a 
respectable  level. 


High  infant  death-rates  are  usually  associated  with  increased  illness  among  babies  so  that  the 
subject  is  of  wider  significance  than  first  appears.  I  have  heard  it  suggested  that  the  care  of  babies  is 
now  of  such  a  high  standard  that  the  infant  welfare  clinics  could  safely  be  reduced  in  numbers.  That 
position  may  apply  to  other  parts  of  the  country.  It  certainly  does  not  apply  to  Maltby. 


The  respiratory  and  tuberculosis  rates  are  rather  higher  in  the  district  than  in  the  rest  of  the 
County.  This  means  that  every  possible  encouragement  should  be  given  to  the  surveys  made  by  mass- 
radiography  and  to  schemes  which  promote  the  welfare  of  tuberculosis  patients.  The  Council  could 
not  do  more  than  they  have  done  in  the  past  five  years  in  encouraging  attendances  at  mass -radio¬ 
graphy  sessions,  in  allocating  new  Council  houses  for  tuberculosis  cases  and  in  assisting  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Care  Committee.  I  have  commented  upon  these  items  because  I  hope  that  other  people,  who 
can  help,  will  do  so. 


The  Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Services  were  extended  considerably  during  the  year. 


Unfortunately  no  progress  was  made  in  starting  up  a  school  dental  service.  The  private  den¬ 
tists  provide  free  treatment  for  children  but,  in  spite  of  this,  large  numbers  of  children  leave  school 
each  year  who  have  never  seen  a  dentist  throughout  their  lives.  The  medical  examination  in  school 
show  the  results  of  this  neglect. 


I  have  no  comment  to  make  upon  the  Sanitary  Section  of  the  report  prepared  by  Mr.  Oddy, 
except  to  say  that  this  work  in  the  district  reaches  a  high  standard  of  efficiency.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population. 

The  estimated  mid- 1953  population  of  12,990  showed  an  increase  on  the  population  of  the 
previous  year  and  on  that  of  the  1951  census. 

Births. 

After  adjustments  for  transfers,  255  births  were  allocated  to  Maltby  by  the  Registrar-General 
which  was  17  less  than  in  1952. 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  19  6  per  1,000  population.  With  a  comparability  factor  of  10,  this 
gave  a  comparable  rate  of  19-6  per  1,000  population. 
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The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15-5  per  thousand.  Further  comparison  can  be  made 
by  referring  to  the  table  of  comparable  statistics  later  in  this  report.

The  number  in 
1952  was  11. 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  11-6  per  thousand  (live  and  still)  births  or  -23  per  thousand  popula¬ 
tion.

After  adjustment  for  transfers,  112  deaths  were  allocated  to  this  area  in  1953.  This  gave  a 
comparable  rate  of  12-3  per  thousand  of  the  population.

Infant  Deaths. 

The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  who  died  in  1953  and  whose  deaths  were  allo¬ 
cated  to  the  Maltby  area,  was  14,  or  -55  per  thousand  live  births.  The  national  rate  was  26-8  per 
thousand  live  births.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  conversion  work  has  been  effected  in  the  rural  area  during  the  year  and  thus  there  are  still 
67  houses  which  are  not  connected  to  a  public  or  private  sewer.  However,  32  of  these  houses  have 
water-closet  accommodation  and  are  drained  into  septic  tanks,  cesspools  or  small  disposal  plants. 

Once  again  the  sewers  proved  free  from  rodent  infestation,  as  the  routine  annual  10%  test  bait 
showed  complete  absence  of  ‘  takes.’

From  the  above  it  will  be  noted  that  only  one  sample  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
was  unsatisfactory.  This  was  taken  from  the  pump  in  the  Custodian’s  House  at  Roche  Abbey.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  report,  the  tenant  was  advised  to  clean  the  pump  and  boil  all  the  water  drawn.  Further 
samples  were  taken  and  proved  satisfactory. 

Negotiations  were  completed  with  the  Sandbeck  Estate  Agent  regarding  the  provision  of  a 
mains  supply  to  certain  properties  where  the  existing  supply  (i.e.,  pumped  from  wells)  was  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  as  a  result  eight  premises  were  served  —  ‘  The  Limes  ’  and  Sandbeck  Lodge  Farm  and 
Cottages.  Only  nine  houses  now  remain  without  a  mains  supply.

N.C.B.  Property — Improvements,  etc. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  much  improvement  work  has  been  effected  to  N.C.B.  properties  since 
about  1949,  I  submit  herewith  a  summary  thereof.  I  would  point  out,  however,  that  the  works 
scheduled  below  were  supplemented  by  the  normal  maintenance  repairs  (including  external  pointing, 
painting,  etc.). 

(a)  Paving  of  Yards  and  Forecourts. 

In  June,  1949,  a  survey  of  yards  and  forecourts  was  carried  out  and  the  blocks  of  property 
were  placed  in  the  following  categories,  viz. : — ‘  Good  ’,  ‘  Fair  ’,  ‘  Poor  ’,  ‘  Bad  ’  and  ‘  Very  Bad  ’.  The 
N.C.B.  were  duly  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  survey  and  requested  to  concentrate  upon  properties 
in  the  three  latter  categories.  Up  to  1953  steady  progress  was  maintained,  but  the  rate  was  curtailed 
somewhat  by  a  series  of  circumstances — e.g.,  the  shortage  of  cement  and  labour,  long  periods  of  in¬ 
clement  weather  and  the  use  of  the  restricted  amount  of  plant  on  other  jobs.  However,  during  1952 
some  use  was  made  of  asphalt  and  in  1953  the  Board  engaged  a  firm  of  contractors  to  continue  this 
practice  and  step  up  progress.

In  the  case  of  the  yards  and  forecourts  asphalted  in  1953,  these  have  yet  to  receive  the  final 
‘  surfacing  ’  coat — and  this  1  understand  is  to  be  applied  in  the  early  part  of  1954. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  the  vast  majority  of  ‘  classified  ’  yards  on  the  survey  had  been  dealt 
with  by  the  end  of  the  year.  However  a  re- survey  will  be  made  in  1954  of  the  remainder — as  some 
surfaces  may  have  deteriorated  since  the  original  survey — and  the  N.C.B.  will  be  urged  to  complete 
the  whole  of  the  work. 

( b )  Installation  of  Combination  Ranges. 

The  N.C.B.  commenced  in  November,  1952,  a  scheme  for  the  re-placement  of  old-type  kit¬ 
chen  ranges  by  modern  vitreous  enamelled  combination  ranges  and  given  below  is  a  list  of  those  in¬ 
stalled  by  the  end  of  1953.  This  list  is  exclusive  of  certain  isolated  cases  where  the  tenants  had 
ranges  installed  at  their  own  expense  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  scheme.
